The National Industrial Conference 


board is authority for the statement that 
$55,000,000.000 of wealth in the Unit- 
ed States escapes taxation. Much of this 
is made up of legally exempt property, 
such as colleges, hospitals, charitable and 
church 
endowments, 
foundations 
and 


other property of a similar character. 
The significant part of the board's report 
is that a large part of the total represents 
Liberty bonds and other tax exempt se- 
curities, issued by national, s-tate and lo- 
cal government. 


At the time the Mellon tax bill \\as be- 


fore congress there was considerable dis- 
cussion of tax exempt securities. 
Mr. 


Mellon contended that they entered large- 
ly into the tax problem, and the admini- 
stration favored a removal of exemption. 
Senator Couzens took issue with the gov- 
ernment, contending that the amount of 
tvcalth represented by tax exempt securi- 
ties in the hands of wealthy individuals 
and corporations was a comparatively 
small factor. 
"VVhile the report of the Na- 


tional Industrial Conference board does 
not attempt to apportion the holdings of 
tax exempt securities, everyone knows 


V that tax-free bonds gradually drift into 
\ the hands of corporations and wealthy in- 


ivicluals. 


THE BUMPER "AUTO CROP 


Farmers have only to consider the au- 


tomobile industry to discover that the 
processes which produce prosperity and 
temporary decline do not greatly vary 
between country and city business. 
For 


the auto crop is behaving a good deal 
like the wheat crop. 


Figures taken July 1 on the registra- 


tion of automobiles in the United States 
show that the number of cars tagged 
with license plates has increased only 
301.240 since the first of the year. But 
in- the first six months of the year more 
than 2.000.000 new cars were turned 
out of American factories. That spells 
overproduction, since it is known that 
the number of cars scrapped and taken 
out of use in any one year has never ex- 
ceeded 35 per cent of the output for the 
same period. 
Apparently about half of 


those more than 2.000.000 automobiles 
are in retail warehouses or on retail sales 
floors, looking for somebody to hook a 
license plate on them. 


Result? 
What the financial papers 


call "substantial curtailment of opera- 
tions" on the part of the auto factories. 
so that the surplus can be sold off with- 
out a bad effect on prices. 


Barring the difference of a longer 


time to make the discovery, that is what 
American fanners did with wheat. The 
rarni problem is to find one way of con- 
trolling production in time to prevent the 
reduction in prices which comes when 
everyone knows that the output of wheat 
is away over size. The auto industry has 
brought its economic management to a 
high "state of stabilizing efficiency; the 
farmer, with his disadvantages of more 
perishable products, smaller margins, 
multitudinous and widely scattered units 
of production, is still groping for some 
better way out than the rather crude 
method of an inevitable drop in planting 
after sad experience.

per feeding of the baby. 
Even pasteurized milk 


(which is any milk which has been heated up to 
about 145 degrees Fahrenheit for about 2« minutes, 
then cooled again) would be preferable ^ the ex- 
clusive food for a baby, for you can prevent the 
chief injury which pasteurization causes by feed- 
ing the child, from the fourth or fifth week, a daily 
spoonful or two of orange juice, peach juice or to- 
mato juice between milk feelings. 


When an infant Is fed chiefly or exclusively with 


condensed milk or malted milk or nearly any manu- 
tactured "infant food" instead' of fresh milk, the in- 
fant is almost sure to be constipated—but that 
is one of the least, if It is the most obvious of the ill 
consequences of such experimentation on babies.
